The shoreline 
f the Eastern Sea Frontier extends from 
he northern boundary of Maine to Key 
est, Fla., and the coastal waters extend 
an average of about 300 miles from this 
horeline. The Gulf Sea Frontier extends 
rom Key West to the Mexican border 
hnd its coastal waters include the Gulf 
of Mexico and a small portion of the 
ontiguous* waters of the Caribbean. In- 
and the Eastern and Gulf Sea Frontiers 
mprise the 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 Naval 
Jistricts. The Commander Eastern Sea 
rontier exercises military command and 
coordination control over the component 
aval Districts, acting through the Com- 
Mander Gulf Sea Frontier in the case of 
aval Districts under that command. He 
+4 commands the Atlantic Reserve

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Air Force Board Meets 
To Pick More Generals 


Secretary of the Air Force Symington 
has approved the convening of a board of 
high ranking officers, 24 May at the 
Pentagon building, to select additional 
officers for promotion to permanent grades 
of brigadier general and major general, 
U. 8. Air Force. 

The board which met last October rec- 
ommended only 23 officers for the perma- 
nent grade of major general and 49 for 
the permanent grade of brigadier general, 
that there remains vacancies for 45 
additional major generals, and 24 briga- 
dier generals. How far the new board has 
been instructed to go toward filling these 
vacancies is being kept confidential, as 
are the names of the officers composing 
the boards. 

Headquarters describes the board as 
the “first regular annual’ board under 
the new law. 

Criteria for selections, the same as last 
October, will be as follows: 

The following will be considered for pro- 
motion to the permanent grade of major 
general: 

(1) All permanent brigadier generals, 

(2) All temporary major generals. 

(3) All officers of the Air Force promotion 
list below the permanent grade of brigadier 
general who had held the temporary grade 
of general officer and who completed 23 years’ 
service for promotion purposes on or before 
31 December, 1947. 

The following will be considered for pro- 
motion to the permanent grade of brigadier 
general: 

(1) All permanent colonels, 

(2) All permanent lieutenant colonels of 
the Air Force promotion list who completed 
23 years’ service for promotion purposes on 
or before 31 December, 1947. 

(3) All officers who had held the temporary 
grade of general officer but had not been 
placed on the recommended list for promo- 
tion to major general. 

General Carl Spaatz, USAF, first Chief 
of Staff of the U. S. Air Force, who is now 
awaiting retirement, has given his full 
endorsement to the system of promotion 
by selection for officers of the Air Force. 

Shortly after the appointment of the 
first permanent grade general officers 
under the new system, General Spaatz 
wrote a letter to all general officers of the 
Air Force in which he declared, “I am 
fully convinced that the principles em- 
bodied in this statute are operationally 
sound and that its new and comprehen- 
sive system for the promotion and elimi- 
nation of officers will provide our Nation 
with the type and quality of Air Force 
officers which it will need and to which it 
is entitled.” 

In his letter General Spaatz explained 
how the first boards operated, pointing 
out that the selection of permanent gen- 
erals Was made on a four-part basis: (1) 
a review of summaries of officers’ records ; 
(2) examination of recent letters of rec- 
ommendation; (3) personal knowledge 
that board members had of the qualifica- 
tions of officers being considered, and (4) 
a review of the letters the officers them- 
selves were privileged under the law to 
send to the board. 

The General asserted, however, “I am 
certain that these selection boards, in 
making their selections as described

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Senate Group Takes Up 
Retirement Measure 


The Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices this week began consideration of the 
House-approved retirement bill. 

The bill, which passed the House in 
the 79th Congress and died in the Senate, 
comprises three titles : 

1. A section setting up a system of 
forced elimination for officers of the 
Army and the Air Force. 

2. A section giving to personnel of 
the Army and Air Force the same 
privileges of retirement in highest tem- 
porary war grade as were accorded to 
the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard more than two years ago. 

3. A section setting up a system of 
non-disability retirements for person- 
nel of the National Guard and of the 
Reserve components of all of the Armed 
Services. ‘ 

The hearing 20 May was devoted al- 
most entirely to the third title, a number 
of amendments being proposed by the 
Defense establishment to reduce the cost 
of such Reserve and National Guard Re- 
tirements, Maj. Gen. John E. Dahlquist, 
USA, presented a prepared statement on 
behalf of Secretary of Defense Forrestal. 
The hearings will be resumed 27 May. 

In his statement, Secretary Forrestal 
presented amendments “worked out by 
the Departments—working informally 
with various reserve organizations,” 
without waiting for reports based on 
studies by a Committee on Civilian Com- 
ponents and the Committee on Service 
Pay “which will bear on the problem of 
additional emoluments for the Reserve 
components.”” 

“It is my understanding,” said the Sec- 
retary of Defense, “that these amend- 
ments have the support of the reserve 
organizations as well as the support of 
the three Departments.” 

A committee “study” of the bill reveals that 
the proposed new requirements for eligibility 
for Reserve retirement with pay at age 60 are 
“***basically the completion of 20 years of 
satisfactory Federal service. Rach year to be 
eonsidered satisfactory requires a person to 
earn a minimum of 50 points” yearly, Failure 
to earn the 50 points in a particular year will 
result in that year not being counted as 
satisfactorily. Points would be earned as fol- 
lows: 

“One point for each day of active Federal 
service or active training period. 

“One point for each drill or period of equiva- 
lent instruction authorized or prescribed by 
the Secretary of the respective service. 

“A uniform 15 points credit for membership 
in a Reserve component for each year of 
Federal service other than active Federal 
service.” 

The rate of retired pay would be as follows: 

“All points accruing to the credit of a 
reservist, which are earned during a year of 
satisfactory Federal service are converted 
into days, Those earned for periods of active 
Federal service, including training duty, are 
eonsidered in one category. The balance of 
time which can be credited is limited to 60 
days in any one year of satisfactory Federal 
service, The two categories are then added 
together and the sum is divided by 360 days 
to arrive at the number of years creditable 
for retirement purposes, The number of years 
is then multiplied by 2% per cent of the pay 
in the highest rank in which an individual 
has served during his*period of service. This

is the amount of the retired pay he will re- 
ceive starting at age 60.” 

The Committee study revealed that the 
projected form of Title III will reduce 
the cost of the Reserve program by a large 
amount, the provision in the House bill 
having “made it possible for a great num- 
ber of enlisted personnel to serve one en- 
listment in the Regular Establishment 
and thereafter qualify for Reserve retire- 
ment by merely remaining on the rolls of 
one of the less active Reserve units for 
the required 26 years. This condition ran 
the cost to prohibitive figures ($400,000,- 
000) .”” 

According to the study— 

“The plan presently in the bill is estimated 
by the actuaries of the military services to 
be the most economical plan considered dur- 
ing these various discussions. Just prior to 
the agreement being reached, which led to 
the recommendation of the proposed amend- 
ments, a plan was under discussion which 
would have required all credit for service to 
have been earned as a member of a Reserve 
component, thereby eliminating completely 
the large number of Regular enlisted person- 
nel who could qualify after 3 years of service 
in the Regular Establishment by merely 
sitting on a list, The Treasury actuaries were 
asked to consider that plan, They stated that 
the actuarial effects would be to reduce their 
earlier estimates from an ultimate cost of 
$400,000,000 to approximately $25,000,000. 
Under this plan there would be a peak of 
approximately $60,000,000 in 1680 and there- 
after it would drop off to $25,000,000. The 
Government actuaries had no time to make 
a detailed study on the amendments included 
in the committee print, but advised the staff 
that this probably would be an even less ex- 
pensive plan than the one previously dis- 
cussed, As stated above, the military actu- 
aries fee] that this plan would result in a 
considerable saving under the $25,000,000 
figure.” 

The Treasury Department and the 
Comptroller General are being asked to 
verify these figures. 

In relation to Title II, treating of the 
retirement of officers of the Regular Army 
and Regular Air Force, the Committee 
indicates that— 

“Under existing law officers of the Regular 
Army and Air Force may request voluntary 
retirement at the end of 16 years’ service. 
This bill raises the numbers of years of serv- 
ice required before voluntary retirement can 
be requested from 15 to 20 years, It also ex- 
tends the time of retirement to Reserves who 
have had 20 years of active service, 10 years 
of which were commissioned service. These 
changes make the practices of these two serv- 
ices uniform with that of the Navy. In the 
event an officer is retired either under the 
present law or the proposed law, he will re- 
ceive 24% per cent of his annual base pay and 
longevity for the rank in which retired, multi- 
plied by the number of years of service. In no 
case may this exceed 75 per cent. 

“This title also provides that any officer 
or enlisted man, heretofore or hereafter re- 
tired under the authority of this or any 
other law, shall be retired in the highest 
temporary rank in which he rendered satis- 
factory service subsequent to September 9, 
1940, and shall receive the retired pay of the 
higher rank, A warrant officer or enlisted man 
who is retired after 20 years of service will 
not be advanced to the highest temporary 
rank until his active service, plus the time 
on the retired rolls, shall total 30 years, after 
which he will receive the pay of the highest 
temporary rank or grade in which he served 
‘satisfactorily after September 9, 1940. Similar 
authority was accorded the members of the 
Army Nurse Corps, Women’s Medical Spe- 
cialist Corps, dietitians, and physical thera- 
pists. 

“By proposed amendment to title II, as 
shown in the confidential committee print, 
Reserve officers retired under the provisions 
of this title shall be retired in the highest 
temporary rank in which they served satis- 
factorily during the period September 9, 1940, 


to June 30, 1946, providing they served in 
such rank for at least 6 months while in con- 
tinuous active duty.” 


USMA Graduates Nominated 

President Truman sent to the Senate 
on 17 May the nominations of members 
of the U. S. Military Academy graduating 
class of 1948 to be second lieutenants in 
the Regular Army and Regular Air Force 
with date of rank to be determined by the 
Secretary of the Army and the Secretary 
of the Air Force. The date of graduation 
will be 8 June. Under the new Personnel 
Act, this is the first academy class to be 
commissioned in the “Army” and not in 
specific branches such as Engineers, In- 
fantry, ete.

Atomic Weapons Tests 

The White House this week stated that 
tests of three atomic weapons of “im- 
proved design” proved successful recent- 
ly at Eniwetok atoll. 

The statement was made after the 
Atomic Energy Commission gave Presi- 
dent Truman an official report declaring 
the results of the tests “indicate very sub- 
stantial progress.” 

There was no indication to reveal the 
nature of the weapons, whether bombs or 


some other utilization of radioactive 
energy. 
Full text of the White House state- 


ment follows: 

“The President today received from the 
United States Atomic Energy Commission a 
report on tests of atomic weapons conducted 
at the commission’s proving ground at Eni- 
wetok atoll in the Marshall Islands. The tests 
were held pursuant to approval of the Presi- 
dent, given in June, 1947. The first series of 
the tests are now completed. 

“The commission reported that the tests in- 
volving three atomic weapons, each of im- 
proved design, was successful in all respects, 
and that the results indicate very substantial 
progress. The President gave general approval 
of commission plans for steps it proposed to 
initiate at once for further nuclear develop- 
ment, based upon information gained from the 
tests. 

“As previously announced by the commis- 
sion, the tests were conducted under the 
security provisions of the Atomic Energy Act, 
and information as to the scientific results and 
technical details of the tests cannot be made 
public at this time. The area of the proving 
ground, as previously defined, remains closed 
to unauthorized persons. 

“The Secretary of National Defense and the 
Atomic Energy Commission have authorized 
statements of acknowledgement of services of 
the personnel engaged in the tests, for release 
by the military scientific leaders of the pro)- 
ect upon their return to Honolulu.” 

In Honolulu, Lt. Gen. John E. Hull, 
Commander, Joint Task Force Seven 
which was charged with cooperation with 
the Atomic Energy Commission in the 
tests said in part: 

“The tests of Operation Sandstone were 
literally and truly field laboratory tests, de 
signed to determine how the bombs now under 
development by the United States would work 
and to determine their efficiency. We did just 
that. We got our answers. We liked the 
answers. These answers belong to the United 
States Government and, naturally, are not for 
publication. It can be said, however, that the 
bombs worked. We have proved the weapor 
development work done by the Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory during the past tw? 
years.” ; 

Capt. James S. Russell, USN, Test Di 
rector, Joint Task Force Seven, cont 
mented from Honolulu: 

“The successful completion of this test Pro 
gram is a triumph for the Los Alamos Scien- 
tific Laboratory, where weapon development 
work for the Commission is carried on. It r 
also a triumph for Dr. Darol K. Froman am 
the remarkable scientific and technical sta 
which he assembled for these tests. Again on 
behalf of the Atomic Energy Commission, * 
wish to congratulate Doctor Froman and his 
staff.” —* 

While Dr. Darol K. Froman, Scientific 
Director of the Joint Task Force added: 

“We have not had time to tabulate and = 
alyze but a small portion of, the experimenta’ 
data obtained in these tests. Yet, what e 
have learned already would have been enous” 
to make the tests profitable. We are ee | 
pleased with the results. Our tests wert sed 
successful merely because the weapons sk ie 
exploded with a loud bang. They wer pe 
cessful because the weapons did expete © h 
we obtained good experimental data ery 
will guide us in research and developmen 
the future.” 
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65,000-Ton Carrier Planned 

The House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices this week favorably reported H. R. 
6049 permitting the President to halt con- 
struction on 13 combat vessels now par- 
tially completed and thus permit the car- 
rying forward of other ship construc- 
tion now desired by the Navy. 

The vessels to be stopped compose part 
of the 1948 shipbuilding program, and 
the abandoning of construction of them 
would enable the carrying forward of the 
1949 program which calls for the con- 
struction of six new ships and the con- 
version of three others, at a cost of $230 
million. Included in this number would 
be one flush-deck carrier, one special 
cruiser, CLK (killer), and four modern 
submarines, in addition to the three ships 
to be converted. 

In modernizing the Navy, the outstand- 
ing feature would be the construction of a 
65,000-ton flush-deck carrier that will be 
the largest ship ever built—1030 feet long 
on the waterline—or 130 feet longer than 
the carrier Midway—and without an in- 
terfering “island” on its deck, thus allow- 
ing the carrying of planes whose wings 
will be able to jutt over the sides. The 
cost is placed at $125,000,C00. To build it 
will require 48 months, although in an 
emergency it is stated that the time can 
be reduced to 30 to 32 months. 

According to letter sent to the commit- 
tee by the Secretary of Defense, the con- 
struction of the flush-deck carrier has 
the approval “as a forward-looking mea- 
sure,” of the President, the Secretary of 
the Navy, the Bureau of the Budget, and 
of Secretary Forrestal himself. 

Further than to admit that the carrier 
will have excellent protection against sub- 
marines, Admiral Louie E. Denfeld, Chief 
of Naval Operations, in his testimony be- 
fore the Committee, withheld facts about 
the armament to be embodied in the pro- 
jected carrier. 

Asked by Representative Hess (R- 
Ohio) whether the 1949 appropriation pro 
vides for another flush-deck carrier, Vice 
Adm. Mills replied in the affirmative, add- 
ing that the Navy will need two more— 
four in all, eventually. 

Revealed in the testimony was the fact 
that the Navy has used 990,000 tons to 
date for carriers, and that it still has 
421,520 tons authorized. Including the 
421,520 for carriers, it has in addition 
1,161,700 tons authorized for all cate- 
gories of Navy vessels. 

According to Admiral Denfeld, the im 
plementing of the legislation will be but 
a reflection of the views of the late Ad- 
miral Mark Mitscher who “wanted larger 
carriers so as not to have to make so 
many missions, as such carriers could 
carry larger planes having the ability to 
carry larger bomb-loads. In addition the 
larger carriers could stay farther away 
from the enemy.” 

When testimony affirmed that the pro- 
posed carrier could not go through the 
Panama Canal, Representative Vinson 
(D-Ga.) asked about “balance” in the 
Navy — “will not the Navy be out of 
balance if the one new carrier is in the 
Atlantic, and the Pacific is not protected 
by such a carrier—would not the fleet 
be unbalanced”? To this, Secretary of the 
Navy Sullivan replied that “the fleet 
would be in balance because the new ship 
would be in the ocean where there is the 
greater danger.” An additional comment 
Was that the Navy now has three carriers 
and two battleships in the Atlantic fleet 
that cannot go through the Canal. 

In reply to questioning, Admiral Den- 
feld and Vice Adm. Mills, informed the 
subcommittee that the ships mentioned 
In the bill, on which construction would 
be stopped, if authorized by the President, 
had been completed only as follows: the 
battleship Kentucky, 73 per cent finished, 
and expected to be finished when guided 
Se are perfected ; the Hawaii, a 
7 Per eruceer, 56 per cent completed ; 
6 ot _ one 79 per cent complete, and 
Pew Bog A pe cent finished; 2 destroyer 
Seienatinen be (4 per cent completed ; 2 

i S, ob per cent finished. 

The so-called “super-carrier” has long 
been a subject of discussion, many con- 
tending that its purpose would be to equip 
wd oe strategic air warfare. In 
that Sencction it is interesting to recall 
te @inneaueee Forrestal, in making pub- 
with esu ts of the Key West conference 

the Joint Chiefs of Staff, at which 
strategic air warfare was made a pri- 





mary function of the Air Force, discussed 
the proposed carrier and its significance. 
At that time he said: 

“...the Navy would not build a large car- 
rier on the basis of its contribution to stra- 
tegic air warfare. On the other hand, it might 
not be able to justify the carrier solely on the 
basis of its naval function, but a consideration 
of its purely naval function, plus the con- 
tribution which it could make to strategic air 
missions, might be enough to warrant its con- 
struction, if so decided by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

“The Chief of Staff of the Air Force, since 
he has the primary responsibility for strategic 
air warfare, would be responsible for present- 
ing to the Joint Chiefs of Staff the require- 
ments for all*types of aircraft to perform the 
strategic air missions.” 


Support Corps of Engineers 

The Senate on 19 May upheld the Corps 
of Engineers when it passed by voice vote 
the Army Civil Functions Appropriation 
Bill carrying $708,586,666 for flood con- 
trol, rivers and harbors improvements 
and lesser civil functions. 

Senators Clyde M. Reed (R-Kans.), 
Styles Bridges (R-N. H.), and Homer 
Ferguson (R-Mich.), all members of the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations, had 
recommended that the measure be recom- 
mitted with instructions that it be pared 
by $200,000,000 on the grounds that the 
Corps of Engineers had recommended 
passage with “lack of regard” for the 
relative importance of the various proj- 
ects contained in the measure. 

As passed by the Senate, the bill is 
$102,027,900 in excess of the figure previ- 
ously approved by the House. The meas- 
ure now goes to Senate-House conferees 
for final approval before going to the 
President. 


Col. Ginsburgh to Air Force 

Orders have been approved effecting 
the transfer of Col. A. Robert Ginsburgh, 
from the’ Department of the Army to the 
Department of the Air Force. Colonel 
Ginsburgh will report to the USAF De- 
partment of Public Information. 

Secretary of the Army Royall, to whose 





office Colonel Ginsburgh has been as- 
signed since the former became Secre- 


tary of War, expressed regret upon losing 
his services. Colonel Ginsburgh served on 
General of the Army MacArthur’s staff 
in the Pacific during the war. 


WAC-WAVE Conference 
Agreement 
The conference committee on the 
Women’s Army-Navy-Air Force bill met 
this week, and the House conferees agreed 
to recommend to the House that it ac- 
cept the Senate provisions making the 
womeu s increments of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Air Force permanent 
parts of the Regular Establishments. 
Among added changes is an amendment 
reducing the percentage of personnel 
from 5 to 2 of the authorized strength of 
the Services of which they are a part. The 
report of the conferees was submitted to 
the branches of Congress yesterday for 
their action. 








Gen. Moore to Relieve Gen. Parks 

Maj. Gen. Bryant E. Moore has been 
ordered from command of the Trieste 
U. 8S. Troops (TRUST) to Washington, 
where he will succeed Maj. Gen. Floyd L. 
Parks as Chief of the Army’s Public In- 
formation Division. 

General Parks, who assumed his in- 
formation duties twenty-eight months 
ago, will be given an overseas assignment 
this summer. Maj, Gen. William M. Hoge 
meanwhile was relieved as Commanding 
General of The Engineer School, Fort Bel- 
voir, Va., to succeed General Moore at 
Trieste. The changes in assignment will 
take effect in June. 

At the time that the transfers were an- 
nounced, General Omar N, Bradley, Army 
Chief of Staff, sent General Moore the 
following message: “1 desire to express 
to you my appreciation for the outstand- 
ing service you have rendered your coun- 
try in a position of great responsibility 
as Commanding General of the U. 8S. 
Forces in Trieste.” 





Navy Men to Jerusalem 
One officer and eleven men of the Navy 
are being assigned, at the request of the 
State Department, to establish communi- 
cation facilities at the United States Con- 
sulate in Jerusalem. 





Draft Legislation 


Congressional action on pending Selec- 
tive Service and UMT legislation ground 
almost to a standstill during the week as 
both House and Senate acted on other 
measures that must be passed prior to 30 
June, end of the current fiscal year. 

The House Bill, approved and recom- 
mended by a 28-5 vote of the Committee 
on Armed Services, is now in the hands 
of the Rules Committee for allotment of 
time for debate, while the Senate has 
been “marking time” on its Selective 
Service-UMT Bill as it debated the De- 
partment of the Army Civil Functions 
appropriation bill and other measures. 

At House Rules Committee public hear- 
ings on H. R. 6401, Representative Walter 
G. Andrews (R-N. Y.), Chairman of the 
Committee on Armed Services, made a 
rebuttal to minority objections to the 
measure, 

Excerpts from Mr. Andrews’ rebuttal 
follow: 

“Selective Service must be viewed in its 
relationship to the fundamental aim of pres- 
ent American foreign policy, which is to 
reconstitute Europe as a healthy and pro- 
ductive community and thus to stabilize 
economic and political conditions in the most 
important and most critical part of the world. 
The foundation stone of this policy is the 
European Recovery Program designed to re- 
generate the life of the western European 
countries and thus to eliminate the condition 
of misery and despair on which communism 
feeds, Without this positive and forthright 
program, exemplifying a strong American 
faith in the survival of Western civilization, 
American hopes for the future of the world 
and for its own security would be slender 
indeed. 

“Yet this program—indispensable as it is 

does not constitute alone a complete or 
effective policy. There remains the necessity 
of implementing its negative phase; that is 
to say, there remains the necessity of pro- 
viding the military instruments to support 
the integrity of ERP. This can be done only 
through the maintenance by the United States 
of sufficient armed strength and by a clear 
manifestation of American intent to support 
the principles and objectives of PRP. Ameri- 
can economic and military efforts are inter- 
dependent. 

“There is unrest in a large portion of the 
non-communist world today for the very 
reason that there is a power vacuum, created 
as a result of the complete collapse of Ger- 
many and the near-exhaustion of those other 
European countries who struggled to defeat 
her. There is unrest because the absence of 
a strong power within that region makes 
stability difficult and precarious, and because 
it exposes the entire region to the encroach- 
ments of power systems outside the region. 
To put the case more specifically, Western 
Europe is a power vacuum today as a result 
of World War II, Except for the realization 
that the United States would go to war over 
the issue, the Soviet Union could overrun and 
consolidate the whole of Western Europe with 
relative ease. ... 

“There is no question that many young 
men will suffer an interruption in their edu- 
cation by the operation of Selective Service, 
and that this will delay the beginning of 
their careers and their integration into the 
community as adult citizens, Without ques- 
tion, Selective Service will indirectly deter 
some men from finishing an education already 
started, But the disadvantages here must be 
weighed against the requirements of national 
security, ... 

“It is true that the condition’ arising from 
World War II, and the new relationship of 
the United States to the rest of the world, 
have made it necessary for the United States 
to accept the fact that it must maintain a 
strong armed force for the present and fore- 
seeable future. It was on the basis of this 
evaluation that UMT was strongly advocated 
in 1945 by military leaders who had fought 
the war, and by the President. If UMT had 
been adopted at that time, or even in 1846, 
it is.probable that the present need for Selec- 
tive Service would not exist, for the adequacy 
of a standing armed force and the adequacy 
of a reserve force are directly related. .. . 

“The absence of peacetime conscription was 
not an advantage to the United States or 
Great Britain when war came. On the con- 
trary, it was a grave and perilous disadvan- 
tage which had to be offset by a feverish 
effort to draft the men and build the armies. 


“The Navy, the Air Force, the atomic bomb, 
and the industrial capacity are great security 
factors and they would be essential to this 
country in a future war. Yet if war came, it 
would still be necessary to mobilize the man- 
power of the nation for the numerous tasks 
associated with counter-offensive efforts and 
home defense. . . . 

“There are three basic reasons why the 
United States requires today a respectable 
ground force: 

“(1) To serve as a strategic reserve for our 
other forces scattered throughout the world. 
In the event of internal trouble in Germany, 
Japan or Korea, our minimal forces there 
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would need sypport, The present ready re- 
serve in this country comprises only 2% di- 
visions, no one of which is at fighting 
strength. The Andrews bill would increase 
this strategic reserve to 5 divisions, plus 6 
fully equipped and trained National Guard di- 
visions. 
“(2) To 





serve with the United Nations 
police force, if such is established, in the 
common effort to reduce exisiing tensions 
throughout the world. 

“(3) To seize and hold advance bases for 
the Air Force in the event of war, Without 
such support the largest American Air Force 
will be, in the foreseeable future, virtually 
limited to the defense of the Western Hemis- 
phere.” 

Replying to the minority charge that 
adoption of Selective Service would cost 
approximately $21 billion a year, Mr. 
Andrews said: 

“On the basis of available information, in- 
cluding the latest estimates of the Secretary 
of Defense, full implementation of the Bill 
will require an expenditure of approximately 
17.5 billions annually.” 

At the conclusion of a closed meeting 
on 20 May, Rules Committee Chairman 
Leo DB. Allen announced to newsmen the 
House will not consider the measure until 
after 1 June, although Speaker Joseph 
Martin (R-Mass.) had previously stated 
the bill would reach the House during the 
week of 24 May. 





Welfare Fund Transfer 

A percentage of the adjusted net worth 
of the Army Central Welfare Fund, has 
been turned over to the United States 
Air Force for the purposes for which 
those funds were originally made availa- 
ble in the War Department. 

The transfer is executed under Joint 
Army and Air Force Bulletin No, 11 
which states that the share of the non- 
appropriated fund which, is available for 
use on behalf of the Air Force is 37.51 
per cent of the adjusted net worth of the 
Fund as of 30 Sept. 1947. 

The funds transferred to the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force and the correspond- 
ing funds retained by the Department of 
the Army will be administered under joint 
policies to be established by the Secre- 
tary of the Army and the Secretary of the 
Air Force, who are authorized to issue 
such orders as may be necessary to effectu- 
ate the purposes of the transfer. 





Nat. Security Resources Board 

Arthur M. Hill, Chairman, National 
Security Resources Board, has announced 
a general regrouping of organizational 
functions of his staff with a view to great- 
er efficiency of the Board in carrying out 
its legal mandate to “advise the Presi- 
dent concerning the coordination of mili- 


tary, industrial and civilian mobiliza- 
tion” in the event of war. 
Mr. Hill created the Office of Vice 


Chairman of the Board. The Vice Chair- 
man will, with the staff assistance of the 
Director of Plans and Programs and the 
Director of Mobilization Procedures and 
Organization, direct, coordinate and ad- 
minister the work of four newly-created 
operating offices comprising the Mobiliza- 
tion Planning Staff. 

The Mobilization Planning Staff will be 
composed of the Office of the Director of 
Production, Office of the Director of 
Transportation and Storage, Office of the 
Director of Human Resources, and the 
Office of the Director of Economic Man- 
agement. 

The four newly-created Offices will be 
composed of various divisions as follows: 

1, Office of the Director of Production, com- 
posed of three groups: (a) manufacturing 
group, including divisions of aircraft, ord- 
nance, marine. consumers’ goods, equipment, 
automotive, too!s, construction, and general 
products; (b) materials groups, including di- 
visions of solid fuels, petroleum and natural 
gas, steel, chemicals (including plastics), 
rubber, non-ferrous metals, non-metallic min- 
erals, forest products, textile, fiber and leath- 
er; and food, and (c) utilities group, com- 
prising divisions of power and other utilities, 
and communications. 

2. Office of the Director of Transportation, 
composed of the divisions of railway, high 
way, airway, inland waterway, coastal, great 
lakes, and ocean, 

3, Office of the Director of Human Re 
sources, composed of the divisions of man- 
power; medical services; housing, community 
facilities and activities. 

4. Office of the Director of Economic Man- 
agement, consisting of the divisions of eco- 
nomic stabilization and foreign economics. 
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USMA Graduation Leave 

Army Regulation 600-115 has been 
amended. by changing, paragraph 18 to 
read as. follows: 

“18. Graduation leave, United States Mili- 
tary Academy. a. General—HPffective 1 June 
1948, and except during time of war or grave 
national. emergency, leave of absence of 60 
days from date of graduation will be allowed 
to graduates of the Military Academy. Such 
leave will not be charged against any leave 
now authorized by other provisions of these 
regulations nor can this leave be carried for: 
ward as a credit beyond the date of reporting 
to the first permanent duty station or to the 
port of embarkation for permanent duty out- 
side the continental limits of the United 
States. 

“b. Graduate United States Military Acad+ 
emy while on graduation leave.—Effective 1 
June 1948, a graduate of the United States 
Military Academy ordered to temporary duty 
on graduation leave may on completion of 
such duty revert to leave status, provided 
subject leave is completed within 3 months 
from the date of graduation from the acad- 
emy.” 

Paragraph 17 “Academic leave at U. 8. 
Military Academy or service schools” has 
been rescinded effective 1 June 1948. 








Stays in Moscow 

Sergeant James McMillin, who was re- 
ported this week to have deserted his 
post at the American Pmbassy in Moscow 
allegedly for a Russian woman, was de 
scribed by the State Department as hav- 
ing been “seduced*and exploited by an 
experienced Soviet woman agent.” 

The Sergeant, who is twenty-one years 
old, is reported to have explained his ac 
tions as being motivated by a preference 
for life in the Soviet. Sergeant MeMillin 
is the son of Col. James M. MeMillin, Com- 
manding, Huntsville Arsenal, Ala. 
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Maj. Walter Reed Honored 


A bronze bust of the late Maj. Walter 
Reed, Army doctor who conquered yellow 
fever at the turn of the century, was un- 
veiled by his son Maj. Gen. Walter Reed, 
USA-Ret., in the Hall of Fame of New 
York University on 20 May. A plaque 
commemorating Major Reed’s achieve- 
ments was placed by the bust. 

Major Reed, who died in 1902, is the 
first member of the medical profession to 
be chosen for the Hall of Fame because of 
his contributions to medical science. 
Distinguished members of the medical 
profession were speakers at the cere- 
mony. 





Ist Cavalry Brigade Honored 


A Presidential citation has been award- 
ed to Headquarters and Headquarters 
Troop, Ist Cavalry Brigade, for outstand- 
ing performance of duty in action against 
the enemy on Luzon, Philippine Islands 
during the period 1 to 3 Feb. 1945. 

Aceording to the Department of the 
Army, the unit, as part of a larger force, 
engaged in the daring and successful dash 
into enemy-held Manila that liberated the 
internees imprisoned in Santo Tomas Uni- 
versity. 


Gen. Wheeler To Retire 

Lt. Gen. R. A. Wheeler, Chief of Engi- 
neeers has requested retirement from ac- 
tive duty effective 30 June. 

General Wheeler who has been Chief 
of Engineers since 1 Oct. 1945 has served 
in the United States Army for 41 years 
having graduated from the United States 
Military Academy with the class of 1911. 
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Congratulates Gen. Hodge 

Secretary of the Army Royall has con- 
gratulated Lt. Gen. John R. Hedge; U. 8S. 
Commander in Korea, on the orderly con- 
duct of recent elections in Korea, In a 
cable message to General Hodge, Mr. 
Royall said: 

“Current news reports on elections just 
completed indicate exceptionally large percen- 
tage of eligible voters actually cast. ballots. 
Disorder at the polls and during pre-elec- 
tion days was remarkably low in face of 
concerted Communist efforts to disrupt elec- 
tion and discredit U. S, and U. N. efforts. 
Highest praise is due you and members of 
your command for most difficult and hazard- 
ous..job. well done,’ 


Army-AF Housing 


The House on 20 May passed the Army- 
Air Force Construction Bill authorizing 
construction of 3,559 houses for person- 
nel. 

An amendment was adopted restricting 
housing construction to buildings not to 
exceed 1,080 square feet, which is the 
standard three-bedroom size prescribed 
for non-commissioned officers’ families. 

As originally drafted, the bill would 
have authorized construction of larger 
quarters prescribed for commanding offi- 
cers and general officers, ranging up to 
2,000 square feet. 

Representative George J. Bates (R- 
Mass.), a member of the Committee on 
Armed Services, explained that by re- 
stricting houses to the three-bedroom size 
a saving of $13,000,000 would be realized. 
He also estimated that Congress could 
provide 876 houses additional if it should 
desire. 

Some discussion was had ower the in- 
clusion of $10,000,000-for the development 
of our airport in Iceland. 

The Bill was passed by the Senate in 
the last session, but will have to go back 
to the Senate for revision. 

As the measure was in the form of an 
authorization, no actual construction 
can begin until the Congress appropri- 
ates funds needed.

Rank and Precedence 


Changes in AR 600-15, promulgated this 
week, added a new paragraph, 4.1, Zov- 
erning the “precedence of Officers Reserye 
Corps and National Guard of the Uniteg 
States not on active duty,” as follows: 


Nat. Gd, & Res. 

Precedence or seniority among officers of the 
same grade in the Officers’ Reserve Corps and 
National Guard of the United States, not on 
active duty, and between such officers and 
officers of the Regular Army is determined as 
follows: 


a. As among officers of the Officers’ Reserye 
Corps and National Guard of. the United 
States, not on active duty— 

(1) By length of active Federal service ang 
service under provisions of sections 94, 97, 
and 99, National Defense Act, as amended, 
which they have performed in their current or 
higher grade. 

(2) When length of such service is the same, 
precedence will be determined by length of ae. 
tive commissioned Federal service plus com- 
missioned service under sections 94, 97, and 
99, National Defense Act, as amended. 

(3) When lengths of service as computed 
under (1) and (2) above, are the same, prece 
dence will be determined according to age. 

EXAMPLE.—In determining seniority for the purpose 
of making assignments of officers of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps or National Guard of the United States to units 
not in active Federal service, such determination will be 
based on the assumption that. all officers assigned to the 
same unit will be ordered to active duty on the same 
day. 

b. Precedence between an officer of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps or of the National Guard 
of the United States, not on active duty, and 
an officer of the Regular Army, will be de 
termined according to the date of rank of the 
Regular Army officer and service as computed 
under a(1) and (2) above. Where the dates 
so ascertained are the same, the Regular Army 
officer will take precedence. 

HXAMPLE.—Where officers of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps or of the National Guard of the United States 
are serving on a board while not on active duty, seniority 
among themselves and with reference to officers of the 
Regular Army who may be serving on the same board 
will be determined as though all of the members not on 
active duty had been ordered to active duty on the day 
of the meeting of the board. 

Rank of Non-coms 

The new print also changes paragraph 
9, treating of non-commissioned officers 
so as to read as follows: 


9. Noncommissioned officers.—a. Master ser- 
geants will take rank according to the date 
indicated in the warrant or instrument of ap- 
pointment; first sergeants will take rank 
from 1 September 1942 or from the date in- 
dicated in the warrant or instrument of ap- 
pointment if later than 1 September 1942, 
except that active Federal service prior to 1 
September 1942 as an officer, warrant officer, 
or flight officer of the Army of the United 
States, or as a master sergeant will act to es- 
tablish a date of rank prior to that date. Date 
of rank for first sergeants with such Federal 
service prior to 1 September 1942 will be de- 
termined as the date of their appointment in 
the first pay grade preceded by a period equal 
to the total length of active Federal service 
performed in the first pay grade or higher 
grade, except that such service prior to a re 
duction with prejudice resulting from the ac- 
tion of a board or court martial will not be 
counted. Subject to the foregoing exception, 
any active Federal service in the appropriate 
grade in the National Guard or any active 
service in the appropriate grade in the Er 
listed Reserve Corps will be counted in de 
termining date of rank. Service in the grade 
of first sergeant prior to 1 September 1942 
will be considered as service as an enlisted 
man of the second grade.

Frontier waters, utilizing both District 

and Fleet towing vessels. 

(f) Supervision and coordination of 
Naval responsibilities for Search and 
Rescue, and coordination of Salvage in 
Frontier waters. Primary responsibility 
for peacetime Search and Rescue belongs 
to Coast Guard but Navy assists when- 
ever additional help is required, or where 
Naval vessels are concerned. 

(gz) Control and coordination of Naval 
communication facilities within the 
Frontiers, largely through periodic in- 
spections and constant observation by 
Frontier Communication Officer. 

(h) Coordination of air operational 
matters such as procedures, air space 
assignment, and liaison with civil air 
activities, including representation on 
New York Regional Air Space Sub-Com- 
mittee. 

(i) Congact of appropriate inspections 
and investigations within the Frontier. 

The Commander Eastern Sea Frontier 
has separate and additional duty as Com- 
mander of the Atlantic Reserve Fleet. 
This Fleet is composed of eight Groups 
and twenty Sub-Groups, located in differ- 
ent ports along the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts. The relation of this command and 
its subordinate. commands to the Shore 
Establishment is the same as that which 
exists between the Commanders of the 
Active Fleets and their subordinate com- 
mands with the Shore Establishment. 
Under the direction of its Commander, 
the vessels of the Atlantic Reserve Fleet 
have been inactivated, are being main- 
tained in a high degree of readiness, and 
will be ready for rapid activation when 
required to augment the Active Fleets. 
The importance of the command may be 
appreciated when it is realized that it 
includes approximately a thousand ships 
of all naval types. 

In addition to the current operations 
described above, Commander Eastern Sea 
Frontier has important responsibilities 
tn connection with planning the expan- 
sion of the Frontier to meet its probable 
wartime mission, and coordinating the 
mobilization activities of the component 
Naval Districts. He also is responsible 
for maintaing liaison with appropriate 
Army and Air Force commands and for 
preparing War Plans, both Naval and 
Joint, for Frontier and sub-area defense. 

In carrying out his duties Commander 
Eastern Sea Frontier is under the com- 
mand of both the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions and Commander in Chief Atlantic 
Fleet. Under the former he performs all 
functions affecting the Naval Districts 
and exercises command of the Reserve 
Fleet; under Commander in Chief At- 
lantic Fleet he performs primarily those 
tasks that have to do with supervising 
and coordinating the logistic support re- 
quired by the Fleet and Overseas Bases 
from shore activities within the Frontier. 

If another war should come it is visual- 
{zed that the Eastern Sea Frontier would 
require an organization even larger, and 
covering a greater scope of activities, 
than did the Western Sea Frontier when

Upon 
receipt of orders to mobilize the Com- 
mander Eastern Sea Frontier would be 
charged with supervising and coordinat- 
ing the mobilization of all Naval per- 
sonnel and facilities in the component 
Naval Districts, and with the activation 
of the Reserve Fleet to the point where 
these ships would join the Active Fleet. 

Concurrently it is anticipated that he 
would, when directed, take over wartime 
functions involving the control and super- 
vision of shipping from the East and 
Gulf Coasts incidental to the war effort, 
important duties in connection with con- 
voy and routing, command: of Naval 
forces participating in Frontier defense, 
supervision and coordination of the ex- 
pansion of logistic facilities to support 
the establishment of overseas bases, di- 
rection and coordination of procurement 
and conversion of merchant vessels ac- 
quired for the war effort, such coordina- 
tion as is directed in accomplishing re-

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Secretary of Defense Reports 

Secretary of Defense Forrestal on 17 
May reported the following summary of 
activities of his office, and of the agencies 
of the National Military Establishment 
exclusive of the three military depart- 
ments, since 14 April, 1948: 

Munitions Board 

The Munitions Board established on 15 
april the Munitions Board Aircraft Com- 
mittee, composed of three members from the 
Navy, three from the Air Force, and one 
from the Army. The Committee will assist 
primarily in the development of the military 
aspects of industrial mobilization in the air- 
craft field and the coordination of scheduling 
ef current aircraft procurement, 


Organization of the Aircraft Committee was 
expedited by assistance given by Major Gen- 
eral Oliver P, Echols, USAF (Retired), Presi- 
dent of the Aircraft Industries Association, 
at the request of Secretary of Defense For- 
restal, With organization of the Committee 
completed, General Eehols has returned to 
his duties with his Association, 

Rear Adm. A. M. Pride is Chairman of the 
Aircraft Committee. The other Navy members 
are Rear Adm. E. W, Litch and Capt. Lloyd 
Harrison. The Air Force members are Maj. 
Gen, E. M, Powers, Maj, Gen. F. H. Smith 
and Brig. Gen, A, A. Kessler. The Army is 
represented by Brig. Gen. J. K. Christmas. 

In connection with its primary functions, 
the duties of the Committee are to: 

(a) Coordinate wartime planned procure- 
ment programs for aircraft and related com- 
ponents and to coordinate them with current 
procurement, 

(b) Recommend standardization of ma- 
terials, processes, equipment, design require- 
ments and test procedures, 

(c) Allocate such components and materia!s 
in accordance with priorities established by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff as are made available 
by the Munitions Board. 

(d) Recommend combined requirements for 
aviation components and materials, 

(e) Perform al] functions necessary for 
determining of supply and maintenance re- 
quirements for spare units and parts for 
military aircraft. 

(f) Standardize military aircraft used by 
more than one agency. 

(g) Evaluate the impact on industry of both 
current procurement and wartime planned 
procurement, indicating areas in which there 
will be a shortage of resources including 
Manpower, materials and production capacity, 

(bh) Recommend practicable and feasible 
peacetime measures which, if adopted, would 
accelerate the procurement of aircraft in 
time of war. 

(i) Recommend legislation required to im- 
plement Industrial Mobilization pertaining to 
the Aircraft Industry. 

(j) Recommend allocation of industrial 
plants for aircraft manufacture for peacetime 
production and for wartime planning of pro- 
duction as between the Navy and Air Force. 

(k) Study the geographical location of the 
aircraft industry and recommend dispersal 
action if deemed necessary and feasible, in- 
eluding installation underground. 

Industrial Reserve Plants 

On 7 May, the Munitions Board announced 
its request to the War Assets Administration 
to apply the National Security Clause to an 
additional 114 surplus World War II govern- 
ment-built industrial facilities. The an- 
nouncement was made at the expiration of 
the 30-day “freeze” order, issued by Dr. 
Jokn R. Steelman, Assistant to President 
Truman, to allow the armed forces time to 
determine the strategic importance of various 
Plants which had been declared surplus and 
decide which should be protected for national 
security purposes, 

The National Security Clause is a condi- 
tlon of sales contracts which stipulates that 
the plant involved will not be altered in any 
Way that would prevent its rapid reconver- 
sion to military production in an emergency. 
Four hundred and twenty-three plants, with 
40 estimated value of seven billion dollars, 
are now preserved for national deferise pur- 
doses either in the Armed Forces Industrial 
Reserve, or through application of the Na- 
tional Security Clause. 

Interdepartmental Space Board 

Secretary Forrestal, on 14.May, approved 
recommendations of the Interdepartmental 
Space Board which would relocate four mili- 
tary installations now eccupying rented 
Space in the San Francisco Bay area and 
effect an estimated saving of $150,000 an- 
aually. 

The relocations affect two Army and two 
Navy installations, They include: 

1, Removal of the San Francisco District 
Engineer (Army) from the 77,000 square feet

HE drifting mine situation on the 

West Coast has become a problem 
in recent months, according to Head- 
quarters. The 13th Coast Guard District 
informed Headquarters that 84 mines 
were reported as being in the Western 
area last month. Of this number, 56 were 
in the 13th District. Forty-one of the 
mines were destroyed, 16 exploded on the 
beaches and the others either sunk or ex- 
ploded by vessels at sea. During the 
month, aircraft made special mine patrols 
totaling 14 hours flying-time, and vari- 
ous cutters were employed a total of 445 
hours searching for mines,

Insurance companies on the west coast 
have reduced premiums for motorboat in- 
surance for boats belonging to U. S. Coast 
Guard Auxiliary members, which com- 
ply with Auxiliary requirements, be- 
cause these boats are better risks. The 
step was taken as a result of the effective- 
ness of the U. S. Coast Guard Auxiliary’s 
safety campaign. The Coast Guard Aux- 
iliary consists of 15,000 public-spirited 
boating enthusiasts who devote their 
spare time in promoting safety among 
pleasure boat owners and operators. Aux- 
iliary members must demonstrate the 
safety of their craft and their ability to 
handle their boats properly in order to be- 
long to the Auxiliary. The old insurance 
rate of five and one-half per cent has been 
reduced to 3.47 per cent for all west coast 
yachtsmen. Members of the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary receive a preferred rate of 2.7 
per cent if their boats conform to the 
rigid standards for Auxiliary boats by 
passing the annual inspection in the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary.

2. Removal of the Sacramento District 
Engineer (Army) from the first two floors

in the Wright Building, to the Sacramento 
Signal Depot. 

3. Relinquishment of the Navy Fleet Land- 
ing in San Francisco, now leased from the 
State of California $27,000 annually. 

4. Removal of the Inspector of Naval 
Material from rented space (32,000 square 
feet) at 600 Bryant Street to the Marine 
Corps Supply Depot at 100 Harrison Street, 
or to other government-owned space selected 
by the Commandant 12th Naval District. 

Another recommendation approved by 
Secretary Forrestal will make a wharf shed 
at Pacific Overseas Air Material District 
available for immediate use by the Naval 
Air Station at Alameda, Calif, 

The Space Board’s recommendations were 
based on a study made by its Field Space 
Survey Team last March, The Survey Team 
also has completed its report on the space 
situation in New Orleans and the Board's 
recommendations are expected in the near 
future. The Survey Team currently is prepar- 
ing to study the military installations in the 
New York City area. 

Functions of Armed Forces Promulgated 

The, assignments of responsibilities to the 
three Armed Services, formulated by Secre- 
tary of Defense “Forrestal and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff at their Key West, Fia., Con- 
ference, 11-14 March, have been approved by 
President Truman and promulgated by Secre- 
tary Forrestal, They replace Executive Order 
9877, dated 26 July, 1947, which was revoked 
by Executive Order 9950, dated 21 April, 1948, 
and now are the official policy to guide the 
National Military Establishment, 

In this paper, “Functions of the Armed 
Forces and the Joint Chiefs of Staff,” each 
Service is assigned specific functions in which 
it has a clear-cut responsibility, which are 
defined as “primary functions.” In addition, 
each Service is charged with “collateral 
functions,” wherein its forces will support 
and supplement the other Services in carry- 
ing out their primary functions, whenever 
such participation wil] result in increased 
effectiveness and contribute to the accom- 
plishment of the over-all military objectives. 

Military Air Transport Service 

Formation of the Military Air Transporta- 
tion Service (MATS) by consolidation of the 
Air Transport Service of the Air Transport 
Command and the Naval Air Transport Serv- 
ice, together with certain other supporting 
services, has been announced by Secretary 
of Defense Forrestal. The merger will be- 
come effective 1 June, 1948. 

Civil Defense Planning 

Announcing virtual completion of his staff 
on 11 May, Russell J. Hopley, Director of 
Civil Defense Planning, met with its mem- 
bers and a corps of consultants to speed de- 
velopment of an integrated civil defense 
program. This embraces detailed plans for 
civil defense, preparation of a legislative 
program to implement the plans, and es- 
tablishment of a permanent peacetime civil 
defense agency capable of expansion in event 
of war, 

Medical and Hospital! Services Committee 

Returning 21 April from a ten-day survey 
of medical and dental installations in the 
Panama Canal Zone and the Caribbean Area, 
members of the Committee on Medical and 





Hospital Services were in accord that medical 
unification problems in these areas are readily 
solvable, The committee, which is authorized 
only to make recommendations, agreed that 
certain consolidations of medical facilities 
maintained by the three Services in these 
areas are feasible and desirable and would 
effect economies, These recommendations will 
be included in a report to Secretary Forrestal 
within the next two months, 

Three of twenty-one subcommittees, each 
representative of the three Services, which 
are making comprehensive studies of specific 
problems involved in standardizing operation 
of the medica! services, have submitted pre- 
liminary reports to Major General Paul R. 
Hawley, Chairman of the Committee, These 
three are: Medical Supply for the Armed 
Forces; Classification and Diagnostic Nom- 
enclature of Disease, Injuries, etc.; and 
Budgets of the Medical Departments, The 
Subcommittee on Preventive Medicine also 
is expected to submit its report soon, 

The assignments of the seventeen other 
subcommittees to study specific matters in- 
cluded in Secretary Forrestal’s directive to 
the Committee, are: Medical Research; 
Graphic Representation of Existing Medical 
Facilities; Physical and Mental Standards; 
Medical Forms, Recording and Reporting 
Procedures; Cost Accounting Systems and 
Fiscal Procedures; Medical Department Per- 
sonnel; Design of Hospitals; Medical Serv- 
ices for Dependents; Army Institute of Path- 
ology; Army Medical Library; Programs for 
Hospitalization; Dental Matters; Training 
and Education of Medical Department Per- 
sonnel; Professiona! Services; Medical In- 
telligence; Employment of Military Medical 
Resources; Aviation Medicine. 

Welfare and Recreation Committee 

The Civilian Committee on Welfare and 
Recreation, which will prepare a program for 
the most effective cooperation between civilian 
agencies and the Armed Forces, held its first 
meeting on 19 April in the Pentagon. The 
next meeting, probably in New York, will 
be at the call of the Chairman, Dr. Lindsley 
F. Kimball, who was President of United 
Service Organizations, Inc., during World 
War II 

In addition to Dr, Kimball, members of 
the Civilian Committee attending the organi- 
zation meeting were: Mr, Cleo F. Craig, Vice 
President in charge personnel relations, 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co.; 
Hon, Colgate W. Darden, jr., President of 
the University of Virginia, former Governor 
of Virginia and former Member of Congress; 
and Mrs, Maurice T. Moore, formerly Chair- 
man, National Women's Committee and mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of USO. The 
fifth member is Mr. Arthur W. Page, who 
was Chairman, Joint Army and Navy Com- 
mittee on Welfare and Recreation during 
World War II.

Service Income Taxes 


George J. Schoeneman, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, this week reminded 
taxpayers of the termination, effective 
15 June, of the wartime provisions which 
allowed general postponement of income 
tax returns of persons who were out of 
the country. 

The general postponement provisions 
were of particular benefit to members of 
the armed forces, but most of these men 
and women have long since returned 
home and have filed whatever returns 
were necessary. Public Law 384, enacted 
on 8 Aug. 1947, accordingly terminated 
the wartime postponements as of 31 Dec. 
1947, but authorized the Commissioner 
to make other provigions to avoid hard- 
ships. Under this authority, Commis 
sioner Schoeneman set the termination 
date at 15 June 1948, for persons still 
abroad at the beginning of the year, and 
fixed slightly earlier dates for persons 
who came back earlier. 

Further extensions will be allowed 
only when necessary to avoid hardship in 
individual cases, An individual needing 
additional time should write a letter to 
the Office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the district where he main- 
tains his legal residence or where he 
normally files his returns. 

The 15 June deadline is primarily for 
the filing of returns for those years from 
1941 to 1947, inclusive, during which the 
individual’s income was sufficient to re- 
quire a return. In the case of the armed 
services, the income of officers was usual- 
ly sufficient to require a return, but en- 
listed men’s active service pay was com- 
pletely exempt. A twelve-quarterly in- 
stallment plan for paying the tax is avalil- 
able to servicemen. 

Commissioner Schoeneman also re 
minded families of deceased servicemen 
that 31 Dec. 1948 will be the deadline for 
filing claims for the refund of 1941-1944 
taxes paid by men who died while in ac 
tive service in the armed forces between 
7 Dee. 1941 and 31 Dec. 1947, inclusive 
Claims for later years may be made with- 
in three years after the return was filed, 
or two years after the tax was paid, 
whichever is later. Claims should be filed 
on Form 843 with the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue to whom the tax was paid. 
The collectors’ offices will be glad to help 
ne xt-of-kin relatives prepare these claims, 
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Air Force Generals 

The U. 8S. Air Force this week an- 
nounced the reassignment of seven gen- 
eral officers as follows: 

Maj. Gen. Robert W. Harper, command- 
ing general of the Air Transport Com- 
mand, will be commandant of the Air Uni- 
versity, with headquarters at Maxwell 
Air Force Base (Montgomery), Ala, He 
will succeed Maj. Gen. Muir S. Fairchild, 
recently nominated by the President to be 
Vice Chief of Staff of the USAF with the 
temporary grade of full general. The 
ATC’s functions are being absorbed by 
the new Military Air Transport Service, 
a merger of the Naval Air Transport 
Service and the Air Transport Command, 
which will begin joint operations on 1 
June under the command of Maj. Gen. 
Laurence 8. Kuter. 

Brig. Gen. Robert W. Burns, who has 
been a special assistant to the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for I’ersonnel and Admin- 
istration at USAF Headquarters in Wash- 
ington, was named Chief of Staff of the 
Eighth Air Force, with headquarters at 
Carswell Air Force Base, Ft. Worth, Tex. 

Brig. Gen. Edward J. Timberlake, now 
assigned to the office of the Director of 
Plans and Operations in the Office of the 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations at 
USAF Headquarters in Washington, is 
being reassigned to duty with Far East 
Air Force headquarters. 

Brig. Gen. William M. Morgan, chief 
of engineering operations, Air Materiel 
Command engineering division, Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio, 
will assume command of the Ogden Air 
Materiel Area on 1 June, with headquar- 
ters at Hill Air Force Base, Ogden, Utah. 

Joseph F. Carroll, of the USAF’s office 
of Special Investigations in the office of 
the Inspector General, and a USAF Re- 
serve brigadier general, has been ordered 
to active duty for 90 days in the same 
capacity as he holds as a civilian.

Personnel Assignment 

As a means of maintaining efficient 
utilization of personnel as a primary func- 
tion of command, the Department of the 
Air .Force this week issued Air Force 
Regulation No. 35-51 setting forth pro- 
cedures for classification and duty assign- 
ment of Military Personnel. 

The regulation detines “duty assign- 
ment” as the placement of an individual 
in an authorized job as shown by an 
appropriate,Table of Organization, Table 
of Distribution, Personnel Augmentation 
List, or Manning Table. Duty assignment 
is designated .by an appropriate job title 
and Specification Serial Number (SSN). 

In the determination of proper duty 
assignments, the fundamental objective 
is to utilize skill and experience of com- 
missioned and enlisted personnel in the 
Air Force to the greatest possible extent 
and thus avoid waste of training and 
experience. 
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GCA “Saves” 

“Forty aircraft of various types have 
been officially classified as GCA (Ground 
Control Approach) ‘saves’ during the first 
three-month period of this year,” Maj. 
Gen. H. M. McClelland, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Airways and Air Communications 
Service, announced this week. 

These figures are based on world-wide 
AACS-GCA activities, and represent ap- 
proaches made under such conditions that 
GCA was the only possible means avail- 
able at the time for a safe landing. “Only 
possible means” in these instances implies 
insufficient fuel for distressed aircraft to 
land at alternate fields, engine trouble, 
or any of the other variables attributable 
to flying hazards. 

During the months of November and 
December °47, a total of seventy-two 
“saves” are credited to AACS-GCA, seven- 
teen of which were aircraft other than 
Air Force. Other AACS-GCA figures list 
163 emergency, 576 assists and 12,102 
training approaches during January ; 226 
emergency, 728 assists and 12,241 train- 
ing approaches for February; 226 emer- 
gency, 715 assists and 15,432 training ap- 
proaches for March. 





Gen. Clark Backs AF Expansion 


General Mark W. Clark, Sixth Army 
Commander, urged the expansion of the 
Air Forces in a graduation address be- 
fore Class 48 B-O, Aircraft Observer 
(Boiabardment) and an audience of more 
than 750 people at the Mather Air Force 
Base, Calif., theater 14 May. 

“Personally.” General Clark said, “I 
would give the Air Force everything it 
needs ... if you can expand to 70 groups, 
or 100 groups, or even a thousand groups, 
that would be fine with me.” 

He told his Air Force audience that in 
the event of another war “which God for- 
bid, it is you who will have to carry the 
brunt of duty. You will have to carry the 
war to the enemy from bases outside the 
nation if our own country is to be spared. 
It will be the duty of the Ground Forces 
to seize and hold these bases for you and 
the duty of the Navy to help us and to get 
you to these.”

Except in unusual circeumstanees, USAF 
officers in the future will not be author- 
ized to attend civilian educational in- 
stitutions at their own expense while on 
active duty with full pay and allowances, 
or at their own expense while on leave 
status other than regular leave. 

According to Air Force Letter No. 50- 
18 any USAF or other active duty status 
officer in attendance at civilian institu- 
tions under the conditions prohibited in 
the regulation will immediately discon- 
tinue such attendance. The regulation 
states, however, that the policy d&@s not 
preclude the attendance of USAF person- 
nel for training at educational institutions 


during their normal “off duty” hours.

above, passed over many officers who were 
fully qualified to be selected for perma- 
nent general grade. However, their task 
was not to select all those who were fully 
qualified, but to select those who were the 
best qualified to fill a specific number of 
vacancies.” 

The text of General Spaatz’ letter to 
his generals follows: y 

“I am fully convinced that the principles 
embodied in this statute are operationally 
sound and that its new and comprehensive 
system for the promotion and elimination 
of officers will provide our nation with the 
type and quality of Air Force officers which 
it will need and to which it is entitled. Re- 

alizing that the initia) selection and appoint- 
ment of permanent grade general officers 
under this new system of promotion is of 
particular concern to all general officers of 
the Air Force, I hasten to inform you fully 
with respect to administration of the Act as 
it pertains to their selection and recent ap- 
pointment, 

“The principles of promotion and elimina- 
tion of officers which are outlined in the Offi- 
cer Personne] Act of 1947 were evolved after 
more than a year of detailed research, study, 
and consultation among the major com- 
ponents and agencies of the Army. Although 
Public Law 381 was written while the Air 
Corps was an integral part of the Army, it 
was designed to apply initially to the United 
States Air Force upon passage of the Na- 
tional Security Act of 1947 which was then 
still under consideration. On-1 Oct. 1947, all 
powers and functions delegated by the Offi- 
cer Personne] Act of 1947 to the Secretary 
of War, as pertains to Air Force officers, were 
delegated to the Secretary of the Air Force. 

“In September 1947 an Ad Hoc Committee 
was convened at The Pentagon to make an 
analysis of data and information presented 
by AC/AS-1 and to make specific recom- 
mendations for consideration by the Secre- 
tary of the Air Force (designate) on the 
following: 

“a The lists of officers that should be con- 
sidered for promotion to the permanent 
grades of brigadier general and major general 
in the United States Air Force. 

“b. The number of officers that should be 
selected and recommended for promotion to 
the permanent grades of brigadier general 
and major general in the United States ais 
Force. 

“The committee was instructed in arriving 
at its recommendations to give consideration 
to the following: 

“a Adequacy of restrictions imposed by 
Public Law 381 relative to the determination 
of eligibility lists. 

“b. Minimum promotion list service neces- 
sary for eligibility to be considered for selec- 
tion, . 

“ec Minimum age necessary for eligibility 
to be considered for selection. 

“d. Exceptions to minimum promotion list 
service and/or age based on temporary 
grades held during the war. 

“e An analysis and evaluation of attrition 
-that might result from approval of their 
recommendations, 

“f. Ratio of officers considered to officers 
selected which would provide the most de- 
sirable degree of selectivity. 

“g. Investigation of factors bearing on 
whether or not al] permanent grade vacan- 
cies in the grades of brigadier general and 
major genera! should now be filled by perma- 
nent appointments, 

“The membership of the Ad Hoc Committee 
was as follows: Chairman—General Joseph T. 
McNarney, Members — General George C. 
Kenney, General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Lt. 
Gen, John K. Cannon, Lt, Gen. George E. 
Stratemeyer, and Lt, Gen, Nathan F. Twin- 
ing. 

“Pertinent extracts from the report sub- 
mitted by this Ad Hoc Committee are quoted 


below: 
* . 7. 


““ a. Because P.L. 381 provides for a 
system of promotion new in the experience 
of the Air Forces, the Committee felt that it 
would be unwise to formulate rigid policies 
and outline in detail procedure which would 
govern future selection boards. The experi- 
ence which will accrue in the future pro- 
motion of officers by selection will best guide 


“As a compromfse between the 





the operation of future selection boards. It 
was felt, however, that future selection 
boards should be governed by principles of 
selection which experience has proven to be 
sound. 

“bh It was felt that since the new law 
provided for temporary promotion it is not 
necessary to fill al) authorized vacancies ip 
permanent general officer grades, Futher. 
more, it was not considered desirable to fil} 
all authorized vacancies if in so doing an 
undesirable flow of promotion or an unde 
sirable attrition rate would thereby result, 

“‘e In discussing the ratio of officers to 
be considered for promotion to general officer 
grade to the number to be selected it was 
felt unwise to have the ratio greater than 
two to one, It was believed that an officer con. 
sidered for promotion but not selected would 
have a psychological mark against him when 
considered by subsequent selection boards, 

“*d The average age of Air Force officers 
when initially appointed is approximately 
26 years, It is generally considered that an 
officer’s career should last normally about 30 
years. Thus, it was believed that an officer 
should normally complete 5 years in grade 
as a major general at age 56; likewise, an 
officer should normally complete 5 years in 
the grade of brigadier general at age 51 
Considering the provisions of P.L. 381 which 
operate to separate an officer holding the 
permanent grade of major general from the 
active list at age 62. it was considered that 
normally a genera! officer should be in grade 
not exceeding 10 years; that normally such 
time in grade should be completed not later 
than the end of the 36th year of service.* 

“‘e The utilization of authorized perma- 
nent vacancies in genera! officer grades to 
recognize outstanding officers prior to the 
time when they would normally be considered 
along with their contemporaries was dis- 
cussed. It was believed that because of the 
adverse effect upon an even flow of promo- 
tion and desired attrition and because of a 
lack of any additional benefit to the service 
that it is unwise to normally recognize such 
officers by permanent promotion, Such offi- 
cers can be recognized and their services 
fully utilized by temporary promotion, with- 
out undesirable effects upon permanent pro- 
motion, or disadvantage to the individual 
officer’s career. 

“‘f, The number of officers to be selected 
by each selection board was discussed and 
it was decided that the best interests of the 
service require that the number be predicated 
upon the attainment of an even flow of pro- 
motion and an even attrition rate, 

“8 Due to the unusual problems con- 
fronting the selection board in selecting the 
initial quota of officers for permanent general 
officer grade, it was decided that the first 


selection board should consider a larger 
group of officers than will be normal for 
subsequent boards. It also seemed logical 


that, officers holding temporary general offi- 
cer grades, who might not be eligible for 


consideration under long term policies should 
be considered for selection by initial boards, 
7 . . 


“In consonance with the last paragraph of 
the extract from the Ad Hec Committee Te 
port quoted above, the committee recom- 
mended that the list of officers that should be 
considered initially for promotion to the 
permanent grade of major general should 
consist of the following: 

“All permanent brigadier generals. 

“All temporary major generals, 

“All other officers with 28 or more years 
of promotion jist service as of 31 December 
1947, who served as temporary general offi- 
cers during the war. 

“That the list of officers that should be com 
sidered for promotion to the permanent grade 
of brigadier general should consist of: 

“All officers who served as general officers 
under temporary appointment not placed 
on a recommended list for promotion to the 
permanent grade of major general. 

“All other officers with 23 years’ prom 
tion list service as of 31 December 197. 

“The recommendations made by the AG 
Hoc Committee as pertain to the lists of 
officers,that should be considered for promo- 
tion to permanent general officer grades were 
approved by the Secretary of the Air Force.

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Air Force Selections 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
gnder the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, I 
qwill now bring to your attention certain 
provisions of the law which are particularly 
applicable to how selection boards function 

and to promotion generally. 

“General officers of the Air Force are per- 
manently promoted to and appointed in the 
grades of major general and brigadier gen- 
eral in the United States Air Force only when 
recommended for promotion to those grades 
‘by selection boards, No officer can serve on 
two consecutive selection boards for the same 
grade when the second of such boards con- 
giders any of the officers who were considered 
but not recommended for that grade by the 
first. Board members must be senior in per- 
manent grade and temporary rank to any 
eafficer being considered by their board, They 
must be regular Air Force officers holding 
commissions in the grade above that of 
lieutenant colonel either in the regular Air 
force or under temporary appointment in the 
Air Force, A majority of the total member- 
ship of any board must agree on each of the 
officers recommended for promotion by that 
board. Each member of a selection board is 
required to swear or affirm that he will, with- 
out prejudice or partiality, and having in 
view both the special fitness of officers and 
efficiency of the Air Force, perform the duties 
imposed upon him, 

“Officers selected and recommended for 
promotion to permanent genéral grade shall 
shall be those who in the opinion of the 
board are the best qualified of those listed 
for consideration, This provision of law 
applies not only to initial selections, but also 
to selections made by future selection boards. 
On the other hand, the Act provides that 
officers considered, but not selected for pro- 
motion to permanent general grade by the 
{initial and future selection boards will not 
be considered as having been passed over for 
purposes of forced attrition, It is contem- 
plated that new selection boards will be con- 
vened the latter part of 1948, and annually 
in the future, to select additional! officers for 
promotion to permanent general grade. The 
fact that an officer was not selected by these 
initial boards which selected permanent grade 
generals does not debar him from being 
eligible for consideration by succeeding 
boards that select permanent grade generals, 
provided that the officer concerned meets 
other eligibility list requirements prescribed 
by law and the Secretary of the Air Force. 

“The Act authorizes the Secretary of the 
Air Force to do the following: 

“a. Appoint selection boards and convene 
them from time to time in such number and 
ander such regulations as he may prescribe. 
He is required to appoint at least five mem- 
bers on each board. 

“b. He is authorized to appoint selection 
boards to serve for such length of time as 
he may prescribe, but no one board shall 
serve longer than one year. 

“ec. He is authorized to direct a selection 
board to select and recommend a prescribed 
aumber of officers for promotion to a higher 
grade. He is further authorized within cer- 
tain limitations to furnish such board a list 
of the names of the officers which the board 
shall consider. 

“d. He is authorized to determine the 
precedence by which selected officers will be 
placed on the recommended list, 

“The President may remove from the 
recommended list the name of any officer 
recommended for promotion to any grade by 
any selection board who, in his opinion, is 
not qualified for promotion. The Senate may 
refuse to consent to the appointment of any 
officer nominated for such appointment by 
the President, However, no one can add the 
name of any officer to the list recommended 
by the selection board. 

“The Officer Personnel Act of 1947 author- 
izes a general officer strength for the Air 
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Force equal to three-fourths. of one per cent 
of that number which equals the authorized 
active list commissioned officer strength of 
the Air Force. Based on a regular Air Force 
strength of 20,000, an authorization of 150 
permanent grade general officers is, there- 
fore, authorized. The law further authorizes 
a maximum of fifty per cent in permanent 
grade above that of brigadier general, The 
Air Force is, therefore, authorized 75 perma- 
nent grade major generals and 75 permanent 
grade brigadier generals. 

“Permanent grade major generals were 
selected by a board of five officers convened 
in October 1947, consisting of: General 
Joseph T, McNarney, General George C. 
Kenney, Genera! Hoyt 8S. Vandenberg, Lt. 
Gen. John K. Cannon, and Lt, Gen. George 
E, Stratemeyer. 

“The officers selected were, in the opinion 
of the selection board, the best qualified of 
those considered. The average total active 
Federal commissioned service of those se- 
lected was approximately 30 years and their 
average age was approximately 53 years. 
Since there were already seven permanent 
grade major generals before the recent con- 
firmation by the Senate of the list of 23 
nominations for permanent grade major 
general, there are now 45 vacancies in the 
permanent grade of major general. 

“Officers selected for promotion to the per- 
manent grade of major general were arranged 
by the Secretary in that precedence which 
would permit the assignment to each of the 
earliest possible date of rank as provided 
in section 503c. of the Officer Personnel Act 
of 1947 and yet retain to the extent possible 
the same relative permanent seniority among 
themselves as existed at time of selection. 
The earliest possible date of rank assignable 
to these officers was 3 December 1942, which 
is the earliest date of rank assignable to 
General Stratemeyer, who was the junior 
officer in the permanent grade of major gen- 
eral prior to these appointments. The initial 
date of appointment as temporary brigadier 
general would have permitted assigning this 
same date of rank to all but five of the se- 
lected officers since all but these five were 
initially appointed temporary brigadier gen- 
erals prior to 3 December 1942. These five 
officers were placed at the end of the list 
rather than in their former relative posi- 
tions so that all officers on the list could be 
assigned the earliest date of rank to which 
entitled, One further step was taken to 
clarify the relative sgniority of permanent 
major generals. Rathér than have the same 
date of rank assigned to a group of officers, 
dates of rank were assigned which were one 
day different from that of the next senior 
and next junior officer. 

“Permanent grade brigadier generals were 
selected by a board of five officers also con- 
vened in October 1947, which consisted of: 
General George C, Kenney, Lt. Gen. John 
K. Cannon, Lt, Gen. Nathan F. Twining, Lt. 
Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, and Maj. Gen. 
St. Clair Streett, 

“The officers selected were, in the opinion 
of the selection board, the best qualified of 
those considered. The average total active 
Federal commissioned service of those se- 
lected was approximately 27 years and their 
average age was approximately 50 years. 
Since 15 of the then 17 permanent grade 
brigadier generals were on the recommended 
list for permanent grade major general, there 
were 73 vacancies for permanent grade brig- 
adier general. Now that the Senate has con- 
firmed the list of 49 nominations for perma- 
nent grade brigadier general, there are now 
24 vacancies in the permanent grade of brig- 
adier general, 

“Officers selected for promotion to the per- 
manent grade of brigadier general were ar- 
ranged in that precedence which would permit 
the assignment to each of the earliest possible 
date of rank as provided in section 503c of 
the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. This was 
accomplished by listing the selected officers 
in the chronological order of their date of 
rank as temporary brigadier generals. 

“The selection of permanent grade generals 
made by these selection boards was based on 
the following: 

“a, A review of briefs or summaries of all 
records on officers considered. These briefs 
were prepared in advance and summarized 
each officer’s military service, civilian history, 
details of rank, awards and decorations re- 
ceived, disciplinary action received, graph 
of average efficiency rating for the past ten 
yéars, duty assignments for the same period 
showing level of responsibility, extracts 
from descriptive portions of efficiency ratings, 
medical history, flying records, and special 
aptitudes, 

“b. An examination of recent letters of 
recommendation for promotion to general 
grade received by this Headquarters. 

“ce. The personal knowledge that board 
members had of the qualifications of officers 
being considered. 

“d. A review of communications submitted 
under the provisions of section 507c, Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947, which provides: ‘Any 
officer eligible for consideration by a selec- 
tion board shall have the right to forward 
through official channels at any time not 
later than ten days after the convening of 
said board a written communication inviting 
attention to any matter of record in the War 
Deparment (Air Force) concerning himself 
which he deems important in the considera- 


tion of his case: Provided, That such com- 
munication shall not contain any reflection 
upon the character, conduct, or motives of or 
criticism of any officer.’ 

“I am certain that these selection boards, 
in making their selections as described above, 
passed over many officers who were fully 
qualified to be selected for permanent general 
grade. However, their task was -not to select 
all those who were fully qualified, but to 
select those who were the best qualified to 
fill a specific number of vacancies, 

“The implementation of the Officer Person- 
nel Act of 1947 is a grave responsibility, In 
order that the Air Force may utilize and 
protit from the experience and sound judg- 
ment of its senior officers, I urge you to 
comment constructively upon the administra- 
tion of the Act as outlined in this letter and, 
in addition, to make similar comments if 
desirable on its future administration and 
implementation.” 





B-36 Flight 

A six-engine Air Force B-36 has com- 
pleted a fthight of approximately 8,000 
statute miles in approximately 36 hours 
carrying a sizable “useful” load of dummy 
bombs which were dropped approximate- 
ly midway in the flight. 

The average ground speed was 220 
miles an hour. The flight took place on 
13-14 May, from the Carswell Air Force 
Base, over a shuttle course between Ft. 
Worth and Southern California. The Air 
Force described the flight as “merely 
another step” in the B-36 testing program 
which is by no means complete. 





Personnel Reports 

Effective 31 May, major air commands 
will prepare a roster of key personnel 
assigned to their respective headquarters 
and to their respective subordinate 
echelons. 

Under Air Force Letter No. 35-17, dated 
10 May, initial reports will be rendered 
as of 31 May and will be forwarded in 
quadruplicate by air mail or other ex- 
peditious means so as to arrive at Head- 
quarters USAF not later than 15 June 
1948 (continental United States), and 25 
June 1948 (overseas). 
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New USAF Chevrons 


Considerably larger than those recently 
devised by the Army, the U. S. Air Force 
has approved new types of chevrons and 
cap, collar, and lapel insignia for enlisted 
men and new metal buttons for all per- 
sonnel, 

The Air Force chevrons will be four 
inches wide, with silver-gray stripes on 
a dark blue background. They will be 
in the shape of a “V" with the arms curved 
outward. The “V” will point downward 
and will have a silver-gray star on the 
dark blue background at the bottom. 

The various grades of enlisted men will 
wear the same number of stripes as on 
the old-style chevrons, but the top of the 
“Vv” will always be open. The fourth, fifth, 
and sixth stripes will curve around the 
bottom of the chevron, roughly parallel 
to the first three stripes. For example, a 
second-grade enlisted man (technical ser- 
geant) who now wears three V-shaped 
stripes pointed upward and two pointed 
downward, hereafter will have five V- 
shaped stripes, all pointed downward, 
with the two bottom stripes rounded. 

The cap insignia for,both enlisted men 
and officers will be the American Eagle 
military shield used now, but for enlisted 
men’s wear it will be enclosed in a circle, 
one and five-eighths-inches in diameter. 
The size and design of the lapel propeller 
insignia and the coat collar “U. 8.” in 
signia will remain unchanged, but they 
also will be encircled for enlisted men’s 
wear. 

Although routine procurement of chev- 
rons and insignia will start immediately’ 
out of current funds, existing old-style 
Army chevrons and insignia will be used 
until USAF inventories are exhausted 
The Air Force plans to begin gradual re- 
placement of worn-out, old-style chevrons, 

Gold-colored metal buttons used on the 
blouse and overcoat will be changed to 
incorporate the Air Force seal which was 
adopted when the USAF assumed co-equal 
Status with the Navy and the Army under 
the National Security Act of 1947.

ENDING enactment of a general pay revision to bring Service schedules more in 

line with those in civil life and with the steadily mounting cost of living, the 
General Tax Revsion bill being considered by the House Ways and Means Committee 
should include provisions exempting all active and retired personnel from payment 
of Federal taxes on Federal income. The necessity of some steps in this directon has 
been indicated by the appearance before the Committee of Secretary of the Navy 
Sullivan. Speaking for Secretary Forrestal and all the Services, Mr. Sullivan urged 
that the present active duty tax exemptions ($1,500 for officers, all service pay for en- 
listed men) be extended another year instead of being permitted to expire next 
December. His suggestion was a temporizing one, intended to aid morale until a real 
pay raise shall be granted. Also before the committee is a suggestion from one of its 
members that personnel retired for disability, and now entitled to tax exemption, be 
penalized by being deprived of the exemption on as much of their retired pay as 
equals the amount of extra money they may earn outside through their own energy 
or enterprise. Theré is also the report of the Elston subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Armed Services recommending removal of present tax exemptions on 
the incomes of those retired for physical disability, except possibly those wounded 
in action. It seems to us it would be simpler and fairer to drop all “special” exemp- 
tions, recognize the present inferior position of Service personnel in the matter of pay, 
and make all Service income, active and retired, exempt from taxation until such 
time as a substantial pay increase is provided. 


ESPITH the satisfaction the Air Force and the aircraft industry feel over the 
Congressional approval of appropriations for the beginning of the 70-group 
program, the fact that only one year has been provided for and that further. progress 
can be cut off by the denial of future appropriations‘engenders a feeling of uneasiness. 
Great publicity was given to the recommendations of both the President’s Commission 
and the Congressional Board on Air Policy that the 70-group force for the air defense 
of the Nation was necessary. However, among other points on which both of these 
bodies agreed was the need for long-range programs to enable industry to plan for 
the future and to function more efficiently. The President’s Commission reported that 
the savings on the uninterrupted production of airplanes over a five-year period, as 
compared to five annual procurements of the same total number of planes, could run 
as high as 20 to 25 per cent. It was proposed that while Congress appropriate only 
for the current fiscal year, it provide for the additional years of the procurement 
program by forward contract authorizations, permitting the Services to contract for 
deliveries over the succeeding years. The President should approve the initial appro- 
priations, now awaiting his signature, but to further strengthen the air defenses the 
Congressional Committees should take up and report out the bills authorizing long- 
range programs in order that the aircraft industry may be reestablished on that firm 
basis so necessary for the security of the Nation. 


ONGRESS and the nation should derive considerable satisfaction from the dili- 
gence and enthusiasm with which the Navy is attacking the problem of keeping 

its shipbuilding program not only abreast of the times but, insofar as humanly 
possible, shaping today’s program to fit tomorrow’s wars. It is difficult to mesh the 
hard-won concrete lessons of the last war with the expectations of what science will 
bring forth in the future. The determination with which the Navy is meeting the 
situation was evident in the hearings before the House Committee on Armed Services 
wherein the Navy seught permission to suspend construction of 13 combat vessels 
now on the wayg so that it might hasten the building of others it considers more urgent. 
Among those to be suspended is the battleship Kentucky, 73 per cent finished, which 
has been redesigned as a guided missile vessel. It is the intention to hold up its com- 
pletion until more is learned about the guided missile of the future. Principle of the 
vessels to be built is the so-called “super-carrier,” which is to be 1030 feet long and 
to displace more than 65,000 tons. While there are those who feel that such a vessel 
would offer too vulnerable a target to under and over-water attack, the Navy claims 
that, with the special protection it will give it, its terrific striking power will be 
worth the risk. Also to keep our floating eqdipment up-to-date, the Navy hopes at 
a later and yet undetermined date, to reactivate some of the vessels now laid up in 
the “moth-ball” fleet as a running test of the time and problems involved in getting 
them ready for combat, By thus learning to make the most and the best use of our 
older vessels while reshaping the fleet of the future to fit new developments, the Navy

Foreign Affairs—By unanimous vote of all 13 members, regardless of party, the 
Benate Foreign Relations Committee this week recommended to the Senate an advisory 
statement to the President on national foreign policy. In effect it would commit the 


Nation, so far as the Constitution permits and within the area of United Nations © 


Charter, to the principle (although not the practice, necessarily) of support of 
friendly alliances. Final commitment to a particular act of this sort can come only 
from Congress on examination of the particular situation,.as required by the Consti- 
tution, but the bipartisan proposal now before the Senate would establish a general 
basic policy new to the Nation. The measure is substantially that introduced by 
Chairman Vandenberg ten days ago after consultation with the State Department and 
other committeemen. It seeks to strengthen the United Nations. Its stated aim is for 
international cooperation through more effective use of the United Nations in the 
quest for world security. To that end the resolution recommends new efforts to 
establish the UN police force whose creation Soviet Russia has consistently blocked 
for two years. Relationship to the present situation is acutely stated in two sections 
of the resolution. Of these, one seeks “progressive development of regional and other 
collective arrangements for individual and collective self-defense” such as the western 
European nations lately made at Brussels, and such as Norway and Denmark now 
contemplate in seeking to obtain arms from this country. The other advises “associa- 
tion of the United States by constitutional process with such regional and other 
collective arrangements as are based on continuous and effective self-help and mutual 
aid, and as affect the national security.” The latter section’s obvious purpose is to 
provide an immediate spur to the western European nations to prove their own 
industry and zeal to help themselves. The fact is that, apart from its present applica- 
bility, the measure would go further to establish foreign policy as a nonpartisan 
consideration than ever before in America’s peacetime history. To that extent it 
would encourage a State Department (and Armed Services as well) to such long- 
range planning as few administrations have felt free to engage in. It specifically 
seeks to discourage any commitments likely to prove offensive to Congress, which 
constitutionally possesses the final say. 

With more candor and realism than noted in previous months, Ameri- 
can policymakers are this week manifesting their grave concern over Soviet 
political-military plans for the immediate future. There is a solid belief that Moscow 
has been contemplating an early expansion of Russian territorial control by “political” 
means, the timing being based upon a Muscovite conviction that in election year 
America loses the power of swift and determined action. It was knowledge of this 
odd but dangerous reasoning that presumably impélled the Secretary of State, 
through Ambassador W. Bedell Smith in Moscow, to give his recent warning that, 
in resisting attack or conducting an offensive, the United States does just as well 
in election year as any other year. Awareness of the suspected Moscow plans for 
1948 has stimulated our formal announcement of successful demonstrations of new 
atomic weapons at Eniwetok, and also unmistakable pressure on Congress to pro- 
ceed quickly with much-needed legislation for the draft and for increased volume 
of materiel purchases. The pressure is wisely exerted. An immense amount of work 
must be done to bring the services up to personnel strength, to equip them with 
certain new weapons, and to train them in their use. It should have been done 
earlier, and it must not be postponed longer. Only stooges of the most extremely 
gullible variety can have falled now to identify the Soviet purpose two weeks 
ago in accepting the non-existent American “invitation” to peace talks, and this 
week in pressing for yet more talks on Mr. Henry Wallace's hopeful terms. The 
purpose of this transparent humbug of course is to throw well-meaning and totally 
credulous Americans off the scent by encouraging the illusion that Russia has only 
benign intentions. In this respect there is a counterpart of the Hitler technique which 
succeeded so tragically. This time the business was over-done, as was apparent 
at the first reading of Stalin's own recapitulation of the Wallace program with which 
he professed eager agreement. Here are some of the items verbally approved by Stalin, 
but with certain appropriate parenthetical reminders: “Prohibition of atomic 
weapons” (urged two years ago by America, sought in 200 UN committee meetings, 
and blocked to this day by Moscow and Moscow alone); “Conclusion of peace 
treaties with Germany...” (sought by all western Allies for a like time, and blocked 
only by Moseow); “respect for the sovereignty of individual countries and non- 
interference in their domestic affairs’ (as demonstrated by Moscow perhaps in 
Poland, Rumania, Bulgaria, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Lithuania, Estonia, Latvia, 
and undertaken at this moment in Norway, Sweden, Iran, Finland, etc.) ; “inad- 
missibility of military bases in member countries of the United Nations” (see above 
list) ; “assistance to and economic restoration of the countries which suffered from the 
war” (Moscow alone having blocked this very work wherever possible). The final 
suggestion of an item for the peace conference must have been designed by Stalin as 
the climax of his jest: he speaks for “defense of democracy and the insuring of 
civil rights in all countries.” He should call as witnesses the hosts of “dangerous” 
patriots whom Russian state police have dragged from their homes and murdered. The 
almost unbelievable fact is that Moscow’s bold hypocrisy in pretending now a desire 
to talk of these matters, consistently sought from the beginning by America and 
consistently rejected to the end by Russia, has actually impressed the more be- 
fuddled of American idealists. They are, to be sure, in many cases the same befuddled 
idealists who heard the same lullaby from Hitler’s lips, in 1935-9. In those days it 
was Hitler who was inducing the world to slumber so that he could strike a sleeping 
rather than a watchful victim. In these days it is Stalin. It is the same false song, 
and the same evil purpose. It is a different victim in contemplation and it can be 
hoped that this victim will,keep his wits about him. Good evidence of it would be 
afforded by Congress’ rapid passage of the various rearming bills now before it, and 
preparation for receiving more in the near future. It will pay for us to keep an eye 
on Russian activities in the Middle East and Scandinavia in coming weeks. 

The largest potential local influence in the Palestine conflict remains the Trans- 
Jordan Arab Legion. It still is rendering only token service and (except for determined 
actions about Jerusalem) the Arab resistance to the Jews continues sporadic and 
poorly organized. A key to the hesitant attitude of King Abdullah of Trans-Jordan, 
real chief of the well-disciplined Legion, still rests in London. Britain has not yet 
withdrawn her support from the Legion which British arms and cash and training 
have built up over a period of years. Brigadier John Glubb Pasha still heads it, 
British equipment still goes to it, and British subsidy still pays it. This is not to be 
wondered at, as Trans-Jordan remains a loyal and needed ally of Britain. Much 





the same is true of the less capable forces of Iraq and Saudi Arabia. If the United 
Nations make a spirited decision in the Palestine matter (not without difficulty, 
inasmuch as Egypt is at once active ‘in the Palestine war and in the United Nations) 
it presumably will guide British decision, and this will have its prompt effect on 
the behavior of Abdullah and the Arab Legion. Meantime the much dispersed war 
in Palestine proceeds with varying results. Zealous and aggressive units of Jews 
continue in most cases (save against heavier resistance around Jerusalem) to 
push the Arab guerrillas out of the way; they have moved about where they wished, 
but have not demonstrated ability to hold all the places they have taken. There will 
be great difficulty in doing so, if the Arabs wish to withdraw and return by stealth 
as is the Arabs’ tactic, and a war conducted on this basis can last a long time with 
ruinous consequences to economy. America’s precipitate recognition of the new 
state of Israel—nosing out Russian recognition in the race for Jewish approval— 
immediately raises the much larger question of what comes next in this country’s 
decisions on Palestine. Congress does not yet encourage arms transactions as a second 
step. 

The success of the South Koreans in holding their elections in spite of the 
Communists’ armed interventions has been followed by expected reprisals by the 
Moscow-directed puppets of North Korea. Electric power, generated in the Soviet 
zone and hitherto sold to the southern consumers, now has been cut off by the 
Communists. Immediate needs have been met by the ship power-plants of which 
America made use during the war, but it is expensive and inconvenient. The Com- 
munists’ abrupt shutting off of necessary power is not exactly in line with the 
unctuous assurances which the Soviet Government, on the day that this order went 
into effect, was feeding to American stovges, in the form of the recent answer to 
Henry Wallace. It is exactly in line with U. S. Army prediction. 


Reduce High Ranking Officers—Provisions of the Officer Personnel Act limiting 
the number of higher ranking officers that may be retained on active duty after 1 
July, 1948, will result in a number of reductions in rank in the Army and Navy. The 
Air Force is remaining within the limits set by the law—as a matter of fact it has 
not even deemed it advisable to fill the permanent vacancies in general officers 
grades authorized by the new law. 

Opposing these proposed reductions in rank is Senator Baldwin (R.-Conn.) who 
has announced that he considers such reductions “mean and petty” and that he wil] 
introduce legislation retaining them in their higher temporary grades. In New York, 
Former Secretary of War Patterson also spoke 6ut against the reductions, He said: 
“It would strengthen the national defense if Congress would amend the law before 
30 June so as to allow these four-star officers to continue in their present rank. The 
competence of these officers, who are due to be demoted was thoroughly proved by 
their remarkable achievements in World War II. When the present law was passed 
in 1947, it was expected that the strength of the military establishment would be 
reduced. The threatening situation in our international relations now has made it 
necessary to increase rather than to reduce our military forces. Thé retention by 
these officers of their present rank would, therefore, be consistent with changed 
conditions.” 

In the Army, which will be restricted after 1 July to five officers above the grade 
of lieutenant general, it will become necessary, unless there are some unanticipated 
retirements or separations, to reduce three four-star generals to lower grades. There 
are now nine officers of three and four star ranks on active duty: Generals of the 
Army Eisenhower and MacArthur, and Generals Bradley, Clark, Clay, Collins, 
Devers, Handy, and Hodges. General Eisenhower, however, will retire on 30 June, 
leaving eight such officers. Three of the remaining four-star generals are now com- 
manding field Armies in the United States, a post which normally calls for a three- 
star commander. It is these three, therefore, who will be reduced to lieutenant 
generals—Mark W. Clark, Thomas H, Handy, and Courtney H. Hodges, all of whom 
served in important and outstanding combat commands during the war. Remaining 
in four-star ranks will be General Bradley, whose post as Chief of Staff is required 
by law to be filled by a general ; General Lucius DuB. Clay, our European commander; 
General J. Lawton Collins, who recently was elevated to Deputy Chief of Staff 
after serving as Chief of Information; and General Jacob L. Devers, Commander, 
Army Field Forces. General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, although a retired 
officer, is counted as one of the authorized five higher ranking officers because he is 
on active duty. Should he elect to relinquish his post in Japan, of which there has 
been considerable discussion, he would be replaced by General Clark, whose war 
record in Italy; France, Germany and Austria, together with his fine work under 
arduous conditions in the occupation of Austria, puts him in line for the Far East 
Command and consequent restoration of his fourth star. 

The law limits the Army to 27 officers higher than major general, not more 
than five of which can be four- or five-star officers. Thus, after 1 July, the Army can 
not have more than 22 lieutenant generals in addition to the five higher ranking 
officers discussed above. There are now 22 lieutenant generals on active duty, but 
with the reduction of three of the four-star officers the three-star rank will then be 
in excess of authorized strength by that much. However, there is a chance that som 
of the 22 may apply for retirement before 30 June, thus obviating further reductions. 

After 1 July only four full admirals will be authorized for the Navy, one of 
which must be the Chief of Naval Operations. There are now eight admirals 0D 
active duty: Louis BE. Denfeld, Chief of Naval Operations; Raymond A. Spruance, 
president of the Naval War College; Henry K. Hewitt, Military Staff Committee, 
Security Council; Thomas C. Kinkaid, commander Bastern Sea Frontier; DeWitt 
C. Ramsey, Commander in Chief, Pacific; Charles M. Cooke, jr., Twelfth Naval 
District; Richard L. Conolly, Commander in Chief, Eastern Atlantic and Medi- 
terranean; and William H. P. Blandy, Commander in Chief, U. 8S. Atlantic Fleet. 
Two of these, Admirals Spruance and Cooke, probably will retire before 1 July, 
so that only two of the remaining officers will have to be reduced in rank to keep 
within the legal lumits. 

The Air Force is permitted four officers higher than lieutenant general after 
1 July and they will have just that number: Hoyt 8. Vandenberg, Chief of Staff; 
Muir 8. Fairchild, Deputy Chief of Staff; George C. Kenney, Commanding Generaf, 
Strategic Air Command and Joseph T. McNarney, Commanding General, Air Materiel 
Command. 


Gen.) Luther D. Miller, Chief of Chap- 
lains, USA, addressed the students of the School of Personnel, Command and General 
Staff College, Ft.

MERCHANT MARINE 








Financial Digest 

Securities markets opened the week 
with prices at the highest levels for 
the year, but by mid-week daily sales 
of over 2.3 million shares had checked 
what at the outset had appeared to be a 
stock market boom of dangerous propor- 
tions. The heavy sales, most of them to 
take quick profits, checked the a@vance 
and caused some shares to drop as much 
as $1.00, but the average decline was 59 
@ents. 

Commodities exchanges were a bit er- 
ratic during the week with grains regis- 
tering slight advances despite optimistic 
crop reports, while cotton, which last week 
was on the rise, declined from $1.00 to 
$1.80 the bale, although cotton and soy 
oils, Which will be in heavy demand when 
the foreign relief program swings into 
high gear, made slight to good advances. 

A major strike at the plants of the 
Chrysler Corporation, With workers at the 
plants of General Motors filing notice of 
intent to strike, caused some pessimism 
among investors and market cperators, 
while newly opened negotiations between 
the United Mine Workers and the coal 
operators got off to a bad start with the 
mine workers serving notice they would 
not negotiate with operators of the south- 
ern fields. However, the threat of a cval 
strike is still some weeks away. Mean- 
while, other industries see the strikes at 
the automobile planis as giving the stee: 
companies an opportunity to channel their 
output to manufacturers who have been 
short of steel because of the demands vu: 
the automotive industry. 

New securities offerings slackened 
somewhat from last week, but stood at 
close to $100,000,000 with all issues mo,- 
ing rapidly and at premium prices of 3 
to 5 per cent above par. 

Treasury receipts continue strong with 
every indication that, barring unforeseen 
outlay for emergency defense measures, 
there will be a surplus of at least $5 
billion at the end of the fiscal year, avail- 
able for retirement of public debt. 


Merchant Marine 

Secretary of the Army Royall this week 
sent congratulations to Adm. W. W. 
Smith, Chairman of the U. 8S. Maritime 
Commission, on the occasion of National 
Maritime Day as follows: 

“I trust that the observance of National 
Maritime Day on 22 May will focus public at- 
tention upon the great work which our Amer- 
ican Merchant Marine is doing in support of 
our postwar economy, 

“During World War II our Merchant Ma- 
rine delivered the tools of victory to our fight- 
ing forces, establishing a splendid record in 
the face of savage enemy resistance to its 
efforts. 

“Today, at a time when it is so essential 
to maintain a strong and peaceful America, 
the Merchant Marine provides ocean trans- 
portation adequate to the position of world 
leadership which has developed upon our 
nation, 

“On behalf of the Department of the Army, 
I extend hearty felicitations to the Merchant 
Marine and hope that it will continue to carry 
out its essential functions for trade—travel— 
and defense.” 

Vigorous action.is needed now to in- 
sure a strong merchant fleet, adequate for 
National Security and for the nations 
commerce, the United States Chamber of 
Commerce declared this week in a spe- 
cial Maritime Day statement. 

“Twice within recent memory the 
security of the United States has been 
gravely threatened by lack of an adequate 
merchant marine,” the Chamber state- 
ment asserts. “We cannot again allow 
our merchant shipping to become a weak 
link in oun National Security. As a leader 
in world affairs the United States must 
remain strong upon the seas.” 

The Chamber points out that the 
United States now possesses the nucleus 
of a strong, privately-owned and operated 
merchant marine. The war, also, the 
Chamber continues, has left us with a 
large fleet of vessels, the trained person- 
nel, the shipbuilding facilities, and the 
know-how. We cannot afford to lose or 
waste these important resources. 

“At present, our merchant marine 
lacks balance,” the Chamber concludes.

USAF Selections 


Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the first issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL eighty-five years ago, the 
JOURNAL pledged itself to direct its in- 
fluence without bias “to the inculcation 
of sound military ideas.” I am submitting 
this letter because this ideal has sur- 
vived the test of time unchanged. 

The Air Force has announced that it 





will again convene general officer selec- 
tion boards. I would like to address the 
following remarks to the unkown mem- 
bers of these new boards: 

“As members of a selection board, you 
will be called upon to administer a law, 
Public Law 381. Air Force officers have 
a right to expect that you will each 
thoroughly familiarize yourself with the 
intention of P. L. 381, as well as with its 
technicalities. It is a legal truism that the 
letter of the law and the intention of the 
law are co-equal. 

P. L. 381 allows much leeway for 
specious interpretation. Technically it 
seems possible to administer P. L. 381 so 
that a few will profit at the expense of 
many. But such an interpretation becomes 
impossible when the intention of P. L. 381 
is given equal consideration. 

“For a brief but decisive period, the 
futures of many Air Force officers will be 
held in trust by your board. There is no 
tangible way in which you are account- 
able to these officers for the opinions that 
will change their lives. For this reason, 
your moral responsibility as a board, and 
as individuals, becomes * particularly 
grave. Primarily you are sworn servants 
of the United States Government. If a 
conflict arises between P. L. 381 and the 
dictates of an adopted policy, your allegi- 
ance must necessarily be to the intention 
of the law. 

“Granted that flying is a young man’s 
game, it strains credulity to the breaking 
point to be told, via the recommendations 
of a selection board, that junior officers 
are best qualified to perform administra- 
tive and executive duties. Such a premise 
disregards the first requisite for success- 
ful management, experience. 

“Through every Air Force communica- 
tion on the subject of promotions, the 
words “Temporary Rank’ run like a 
theme song. They are not only stressed 
on the down beat, they are in every beat. 
There is not a responsible officer who 
does not recognize that during the war 
the Air Force bestowed temporary rank 
without a coordinated or an equitable sys- 
tem. This lack of foresight has thrown 
Air Force promotion lists into tangled con- 
fusion. The Air Force not only appears 
reluctant to relinguish this confusion, it 
seems determined to perpetuate it. 

“In contrast to the concentration of the 
Air Force on temporary rank, all sections 
of P. L. 381 abound in such phrases as 
‘seniority rights’; ‘senior in permanent 
grade’; ‘the applicable promotion list’; 
‘in the order of their precedence’. Section 
515(¢), which deals with temporary rank, 
takes the precaution to add ‘on a fair and 
equitable basis.’ 

“There is no logical argument that jus- 
tifies the speed with which the Air Force 
is rushing junior officers into advanced 
permanent grades. There is no argument 
that justifies the inequities which have 
been condoned in order to do this. It is 
a shortsighted policy whose results will 
freeze the experience level of the officers 
concerned, and will arrest the develop- 
ment of many of them. The efficiency vf 
the Air Force will suffer. 

“If I have seemed to dwell unduly on 
this matter it is because the matter holds 
great significance at the present time. 
Yours will be the last general officer selec- 
tion boards to convene before June 3V, 
1948, on which date P. L. 381 withdraws 
the provisions that permit temporary gen- 
eral officers of the current war to be con- 
sidered out of their normal turn on the 
applicable promotion list. ; 

“When, as members of the selection 
boards, you swear or affirm that you will 
form your opinions without prejudice or 
partiality, as is required by section 
507(a)(8), you will have thousands o! 
invisible listeners. These listeners Are 
anxious to retain their confidence in the 
leadership of the Air Force. The Air Force 
has already undermined the morale of toe 
many of its officers by policies that with- 
hold from them the security of perma- 
nent grade. In its endeavor to implement 
these untenable policies, the Air Force has 
also been negligent in its regard for the 
hitherto irreproachable reputations 0! 
some of its senior officers.
